Musa Bbai drew his robe above his ankles, 
tucked it between the knees, and stepped 
into the tub of water. Standing in the 
tub he explained that the Hindoos consider 
European methods of eating very dirty. 
The natives regard the washiog or the 
feet and hands a necessary preliminary to 
a meal. They shodder at the thought of 
lining a knife and fork which have ont up 
and conveyed food to the muuthe uf others. 
Having stepped into a vessel of water tLsy 
rub one foot against the uthor; having 
dried them, tho hands are cleansed hy 
pouring water alternately over each hand. 
The feet washing was last night exhibitad 
only by Musa Bhai, but all the volunteers 
tried tha hand washing. "Mother Fin- 
ance " was very much embarrassed and 
caused preat laughter. She blushed like a 
young girl graduate, — but she has long 
amce taken her degree at the wash tub. 

Musa Bhai said the Hindoos were very 
extravagant with their crookery— they al- 
ways bruko a plate and threw away lb: 
pieces after using. Thia would be very 
expensive were the plates pottery instead 
of banana leaves. The modus oj&tindi is 
to hold the leaf containing the food in the 
loft hand, and after mising the curry and 
rice up weli with the fingers of the rife.l<t,to 
oat it with that hand, afterwarde rinsing 
tbe bands and mouth with water. Last 
night

answered the purpose of plates, and the 
Hindoo contingent and the Commissioner 
and staff were handed a portion of the 
Oriental viands, A Cingalese grace having 
hecu sung, the band played and ihe eating 
commenced. The Orientals soon disposed 
of their ourry and rioe, but wry faces tea- 
tifiwl that to the Canadians tlio filature 
was not tempting. 

Major Bhai and Lieut, Muthubaranum 
next showed how the Hindoos drink. , Ae; 
cording to traditional teaching it iruollu.

vessel, and so they drank by opening wide 
the mouth and pouring a stream of water 
down the throat.

I have already eaid something abont this 
matter as a whole ; hut I think it will ba 
if real valoe to press home the qoeetton 
whether yon are or are not taking proper 
advantage of Self-Denial Wesk. That 
many thousands are doing bo is a glorious 
fact, from which I expect tha grandest re- 
sults for God and tha world; but at the 
same time I am aorc there is a danger of 
allowing the Week to eh'p hy with nothing 
i than a sort of "can't-help-it" like 
fellowship in the matter, and without any 
real attempt to prcea right home to your 
own heart the grand question whleh it 
ought to help everyone to see in eo clear a 

light. 

All real fighting ia a matter of continual 
and extreme self-denial ; and, depend upon 
inoannotbe a thorougly satisfactory 

er unless you find out how to be, to 

the greatest possible extent, a denier of 
yourself. I hope that some day some non- 
professional person, or some soldier of an 
earthly government, who has been turned 
into a Salvationist, will make a proper cx» 
uosura of tha true life of many soldiers and 
officers of earthly governments in war 
times: fori am certain that ths common 
impression with regard to the sofferinsjof 
these gentlemen is mainly a delusion. War 
is carried on by great armies of selfish 
men; and, if the truUi were known about 
the extent to which they look after there 
own selfish interests, whilst they *re sup- 
posed to be laying down their lives for 
their country, it strikes me that, the gilt,
